The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coa.st  and  formn  part  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecambe  Bay.  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthvvaite,  as  well  as  tv/o-thirds  of 
the  shores  of  Lake  Finder-mere  are  wholly  contained  in  the  District. 

The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  v/ith  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feat-ure 
in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  Dist'/ict. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  I969  a^id  for  the  preceding  five  years 
are  given  on  page  two. 

Of  the  208  live  births  registered,  109  were  males  of  v/hich  5  were 
illegitimate  and  99  were  females  of  which  5  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  7^  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
over  and  the  main  causes  of  deaths  were:-  Heart  disease  88,  vascular  lesions 
of  nervous  system  41  and  malignant  growths,  36.  Of  the  88  deaths  from  heart 
disease,  63  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease.  Tho’^e  v/as  1  death  from  a 
motor  accident  and  9  from  other  accidents. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  15.3  1,000  amd  the  adjusted  death  rate 

of  12,3  per  1,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  of  16,3  per  1,000  and  11,9  pe^?  1,000  respectively.

SANITARY  GIRCmSTANCES  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


■'.7ATER  SUPPLY 


The  provision  and  maintcnp.nce  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  c: 
the  District  is  the  rosponsib  lity  of  the  Furness  Hater  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  part  of  'bhe  parish  of  Cartmel  Fell,  for  which  the  Lake: 
and  Lune  Hater  Board  is  responsible » 


Tho  larcger  i^upplJes  were  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but 
some  of  the  smaller  ^^’’-’’-'^lio  supplies  in  the  northern  parishes,  and  some  private 


supplies,  failed  during  the  z-e].ative  or  ought  in  mid-suirmer.  Part  of  the  Low 
Furness  district  is  r.uppli'ed  fi-om  'che  treatment  Virorks  at  Highfield  and  the 
remainder  from  the  Fsnningbon  tri  atmenb  v/orks.  The  Southern  part  of  the  rural 
district  is  supplied  frcr.i  the  Newbon  treatment  works  and  the  central  area  from 
Bortree  Tarn.  All  those  supplies  gave  consistantly  good  bacteriological 
results. 


The  remainder  of  the  oistriot  is  supplied  from  13  small  sources 
scattered  throughout  the  area.  All  bub  p  of  these  are  novr  chlorinated, 

73  samples  of  treated  water  v/ere  examined  bacteriologically  wd-th  65 
satisfactory  results  ^  ■'..hich  is  a  further  improvement  on  pre  rous  years. 

36  samples  from  untreated  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  . 
examination  and  26  gave  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1 ,36?  dwellings  using  private 
supplies.  7  samples  ware  examined  from  these  supplies  of  v/hich  3  were 
satisfactoryo

Details  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  have  heen  kindly  supplied  hy 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  are  given  on  pages  6  and  7. 

68  ncYi  nid  15  existing  dwellings  were  connecbed  to  the  sewerage  system 
and  23  new  and  20  existing  dv/ellings  to  septic  tanks,  25  privies  were 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  some 
6,293  dwellings  on  a  water  carriage  system  and  the  numher  of  privy  middens 
has  been  reduced  to  110, 

RIBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  from  premises  where 
dustbins  are  provided  and  a  monthly  collection  is  made  from  ashpits  and 
privy  middens,  (except  the  mxajority  of  farms).  Disposal  is  to  eight  semi- 
controlled  tips  in  various  parts  of  the  district.
